Cold weather is here—and coa] is 
Scarce in Edmonton, which is built on a 
foundation of as good domestic coal as is 
found anywhere in the world. For the rea- 
son mainly that the mines were out of 
production for three weeks just when bins 
should have been filled up and reserves 
accumulated for winter. 

Edmonton pecple thus have a clase-up 
view of the consequences which too often 
result from our present methods of hand- 
ling the production problem in this vital 
industry. 

In this instance coal is scarce because 
meat rationing was imposed on what the 
miners claimed to be an insufficient scale 
for men engaged in their hard physical 
work. On other occasions there have been 
tie-ups, also on the eve of winter, because 
miners and operators had not agreed on 
the rate of pay. 

Whatever the cause in any particular 
case, such interruptions mean the same 
thing to the householder and his family, 
discomfort, anxiety, and the danger of 
acute suffering. And whatever the causes, 
they can all be traced back to a lack of 
foresight. There was failure to make sure 
in advance that when winter came the 
mines would keep running at full blast. 

This failure should not occur again. 
When another summer is drawing to a 
close, it should be somebody's business to 
see that nothing threatens to shut off coal 
production. Proper labor relations and 
all other conditions should be arranged in 
advance, so the consumer may know that 
he will be able to get coal when he needs

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Over the Top—As Usual 


With two days to go, Edmonton had 
gone over the top in the Victory Loan 
drive, most of the cities in Alberta had 
made their quotas, the province had reach- 
ed its objective, and subscriptions the 
Dominion over had passed the mark of 
3$1,500,000,000. 

This was the highest minimum ever set, 
It is certain that when the books are closed 
Saturday evening the subscription total 
wil also have broken all records. If the 
finel figures reach $2,000,000,000 that 
will not be surprising, and the sum will 
not be more than is really required. 

There will be deep satisfaction every- 
where that once again Canadians have 
done the “impossible”, as they did so many 
times in the war years, whether in buying 
bonds, turning out munitions, or beating 
the enemy on land, on the sea and in the 


air. Nowhere has Canada failed in its war 
effort. Everywhere it has succeeded 
splendidly. 


This Ninth Victory Loan has been 


floated with less difficulty than some 
former loans, though the amount asked 


for wes larger than ever before. Many of 
the buyers of course bought on time, and 
will have a whole year in which to pay for 
their bonds. That helped to make selling 
easy.

A year ago last May, Labor Minister

Investigation was accordingly started, 
by the commissioner administering the 
Combines Act, assisted by experts of 
several departments and from the uni- 
versities. The report has been tabled in 
parliament, and the basis for legislative 
action is thus provided. 

The investigators found that these in- 
ternational agreements among manufac- 
turers sometimes do good, but more often 
do harm. The end result usually is that 
the consumer pays more, or is restricted 
in his choice of quality, type or quantity 
of supply.

All which makes clear enough that the 
cartel “problem” is a big one, and one 
which the parliament of Canada cannot 
Solve lone-handed. But unless these mono- 
polies are brought under effective control 
both in Canada and outside Canada there 
cannot be the freedom of world trade that 
is necessary to the welfare of all nations— 
and to no nation more necessary than to 
Canada. ; 

Parliament, it is to be supposed, will 
lose no time in starting action to break 
their trade-strangling powers in Canada 
and abroad.

homelands where sudden death, 
hunger and misery prevail. 

One letter reads as follows::, 
“| . We are mighty glad and 
happy to hear from you and that all 
your family is in a state of good 
health. I may say that you were 
very lucky to be abroad during this 
bloodiest war in history, Of the 
news here I must inform you as 
follows: 


“YOUR GRANDFATHER has 
died, Your father-in-law, mother- 
in-law and all the rest have perish- 
ed in the Ustashi uprising. Your 
uncle, Rad, has died and all three of 
his 3ons, Spiro, Jakov and Elija 
have been killed at home as have 
many others. Your cousin Dragan 
was also killed. 

“I must say that our life here is 
very burdensome, This year’s crop 
is very poor, having had no rain last 
summer, ,, .” 

And a second letter reads in part 

“ ,, In 1941 Uncle Sam and his 
wife Mika perished at the same 
time and Cousin Daniel and Uncle 
Janko were shot.

Mounties Still Mounted 
But Mostly on Autos

OTTAWA, Nov. 10—The Royal, 

Canadian Mounted Police is still 
very much a “mounfed” force, even 
though the trend in the past decade 
or two has been from the use of 
horses to motor cars. 

On strength at March 31, 1945, 
were 141 horses, 138 of which were 
saddle borses. This is a decrease 
of only three from the preceding 
year.

LOCATED AT THE DEPOT di-| 
vision in Regina~are 31 saddle 
horses and one team horse. At the! 
|fort Walsh breeding establishment, | 
in southwestern Saskatchewan, 
Saskatchewan, there are 77 horses—

PRIOR TO THE WAR the ma-| 
terialist dogmas of Europe had all 
but rationalized God out of exist- 
ence, continued Mr. Steele, but 
there was a crying need today in 
Europe, and especially in Germany, 
for a revival of the Gospel. Pre- 
viously Europe with all its fine 
churches was passed over as a field 
for missions but today it stood as 
one in the greatest need of them, 

After describing the conditions of 
poverty and misery affecting the 
peoples of devastated areas, Mr. 
Steele appealed for assistance in 
rebuilding the spiritual structure 
of the broken paganisiic millions, 
and especially those in Germany, 
adding that the reindoctrination of 
that people with the Gospel of God 
was the only way of preventing the 
catastrophe.
